Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1951  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Borough. 

This  was  the  year  during  which  your  previous  Medical  Officer 
Dr.  C.  D.  Cormac,  resigned.  His  services  terminated  in  September  and 
for  the  remainder  of  the  year  his  duties  were  carried  out  by  Dr.  H.  R. 
Dugdale,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Macclesfield.  It  is  in  respect 
of  the  work  carried  out  by  these  two  officers  that  this  report  lelates. 

In  form,  the  report  follows  the  pattern  of  previous  years  in  that 
comment  is  made  on  the  Public  Health  Services  provided  by  your 
Council  as  well  as  on  those  Health  Services  provided  by  the  County 
Council  under  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

A study  of  the  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  shows  no  marked  change 
from  1950.  I am  pleased  to  report  however  that  there  was  no  death  of 
any  mother  during  child  birth.  The  mortality  from  infectious  disease, 
with  the  exception  of  Tuberculosis,  is  zero;  and  even  in  the  case  of 
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Tuberculosis  there  is  much  that  can  be  done  in  Public  Health  and 
Preventive  measures  to  reduce  the  incidence  and  mortality  of  this 
disease  as  well.  Every  effort  will  be  made  during  the  course  of  the  next 
few  years  to  achieve  this. 

The  provision  of  an  adequate  number  of  houses  still  remains  the 
most  serious  problem  the  Council  has  to  face.  73  houses  were  completed 
and  occupied  during  1951  as  compared  with  59  during  1950. 

I wish  to  record  my  sincere  thanks  to  your  Clerk  and  naembers  of 
the  staff  for  their  valuable  assistance  and  help  given  me  in  the 
performance  of  my  duties,  and  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Borough 

Engineer  for  the  help  in  preparing  this  report.

QBNBRAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA. 

The  following  is  an  abstract  from  my  report  to  the  South-East 
Cheshire  Divisional  Health  Committee  concerning  various  aspects  of  the 
Local  Health  Authority’s  services  as  applicable  to  Congleton. 


Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children. 

The  work  carried  out  at  the  Welfare  Centre  continues  to  provide  a 
valuable  service. 

The  main  object  in  holding  these  clinics  is  to  teach  the  mother  the 
principles  and  practice  of  such  measures  as  will  ensure  her  good  and 
continued  health  during  the  pregnancy  and  after.  Also,  once  her  child 
is  born,  she  is  guided  in  it’s  upbringing,  particularly  in  those  measures 
that  will  result  in  the  child’s  proper  phy.sical  and  mental  development. 

The  Clinic  is  mainly  concerned  with  Health  Education  and 
Prevention  of  Disease. 

Welfare  Foods  are  made  available  at  the  Clinic,  together  with  such 
dried  milks  and  weaning  foods  considered  essential.  Miss  Parker  in  a 
voluntary  capacity  has  rendered  valuable  assistance  to  the  medical  and 
nursing  staff  in  enabling  them  to  carry  out  their  important  duties.

Day  Nuraeriea. 

The  first  duty  of  every  mother  is  to  look  after  her  own  children  in 
her  own  home. 

However,  there  are  many  cases  where  for  economic  reasons  the 
mother  has  to  go  out  to  work.  This  she  can  only  do  if  some  authorised 
body  or  parson  will  undertake  the  care  of  her  child  while  she  is  at  work. 
It  is  for  this  reason  that  a town  such  as  Congleton  must  have  a Day 
Nursery.  Great  care  must  alway.s  be  exercised  however  in  ensuring  that 
only  those  persons  in  greatest  need  are  allowed  the  facilities  of  the 
Nursery.  Every  case  admitted  is  carefully  scrutinised  by  a special 
committee  appoinied  for  the  purpose. 

The  plan  to  build  a new  Day  Nursery  has  been  shelved  for  the  time 
being  owing  to  the  strain  of  the  financial  position  of  the  country.  It  will 
therefore  be  necessary  to  carry  on  this  important  and  valuable  work  in 
the  existing  building  for  several  years  to  come.  In  view  of  this,  efforts 
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are  being  made  to  have  certain  rooms  decorated  and  certain  repair* 
carried  out.

Vaccination  and  immunisation. 

The  scheme  for  the  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping 
Cough  and  Vaccination  against  Smallpox  under  the  National  Health 
Service  Act  has  continued  as  formerly.  This  involves  immunisation 
by  General  Practitioners  in  their  surgeries,  by  specially  arranged 
immunisation  clinics  and  at  the  Welfare  Centres. 

As  is  now  well  known  the  elimination  of  Diphtheria  as  a serious  and 
crippling  disease  in  this  Country  has  now  been  brought  about. 
The  number  of  pre-school  children  being  presented  for  diphtheria 
immunisation  shows  a slight  falling  off,  which  is  greater  than  can  be

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accounted  for  in  the  falling  birth  rate.  This  tendency  is  manifest 
throughout  the  Country,  and  probably  owes  its  origin  to  the  fact  that  the 
young  mother  does  not  realise  how  serious  a disease  diphtheria  can  be. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  unless  a high  percentage  of  the  population  is 
immunised  we  may  get  a return  of  diphtheria  in  this  country. 

The  figures  also  for  this  year  show  an  increase  in  the  numbers  of 
children  being  immunised  against  Whooping  Cough,  which  is  a good 
thing,  for  although  we  cannot  guarantee  the  same  high  degree  of 
protection  as  in  diphtheria,  there  is  no  doubt  that  this  immunisation 
against  Whooping  Cough  does  diminish  the  severity  of  the  attacks.

The  arrangements  for  the  transport  of  ambulance  and  sitting-case 
car  cases  remain  the  same  as  described  in  the  last  report.  It  is  difficult 
in  this  report  to  sort  out  the  journeys  made  specifically  for  patients  living 
in  the  Congleton  Borough,  as  our  Ambulances  and  Taxis  move  over  the 
whole  area.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. 

Chlorination  of  the  Forge  suppy  (supplying  450,000  gallons  per  day) 
continues  to  be  necessary  as  a precautionary  measure,  whilst  the  plumbo- 
solvency  of  the  Buglawton  Borehole  water  has  to  be  corrected  by  the 
addition  of  Soda  Ash. 

The  Forge  supply  with  a total  hardness  of  25  degrees  is  not 
subjected  to  any  softening  treatment. 

During  the  year,  the  erection  of  additional  houses  and  further 
demands  from  industry  has  again  increased  consun^ption.  The  total 
yield  from  all  sources  being  entirely  inadequate  in  providing  a 24  hour 
supply.  Periods  of  drought  when  the  yield  is  diminished,  and  periods  of 
frost  when  leakage  due  to  burst  water  mains  and  services  is  excessive, 
the  supply  to  most  areas  of  the  Town  has  been  curtailed  throughout  the 
night. 

Work  on  the  new  Hug  Bridge  water  supply  is  proceeding 
satisfactory.  The  new  one  million  gallon  reservoir  is  now  completed 
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together  with  the  12"  diameter  pumping  main,  and  approximately  5 miles 
of  the  12"  delivery  mains  laid.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  work  in 
completing  the  delivery  mains  and  the  connections  to  the  existing  High 
and  Low  Level  Towers  will  be  completed  in  time  to  provide  a 24  hour 
supply  to  the  whole  Town  by  the  Spring  of  1952. 

Samples  of  water  have  been  forwarded  to  the  County  Analyst  for  his 
examination  during  the  past  year,  as  follows  : —

In  one  or  two  cases  slight  bacteriological  contamination  was 
indicated,  possibly  as  a result  of  access  of  surface  water.  The  samples 
taken  from  the  Buglawton  supply  were  found  to  be  of  sound 
bacteriological  condition,  and  of  satisfactory  organic  purity. 

The  Buglawton  Borehole  supply,  yielded  approximately  80,000 
gallons  per  day  under  artesian  pressure,  is  a soft  water  with  a P.H.  value 
of  5.2.  Plumbo-solvency  is  corrected  by  the  addition  of  Soda  Ash  raising 
the  P.H.  value  to  7 or  over. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

During  the  year  the  existing  sewerage  system  was  further  extended 
to  cope  with  the  progressive  erection  of  further  houses  on  the  Bromley 
Farm  Estate.  As  a result  of  this  continued  expansion  of  the  housing 
programme  and  further  industrial  development  in  the  Borough,  the 
conditions  at  the  Outfall  Works  are  being  still  further  aggravated.  No 
further  progress  has  been  made  with  the  Ministry  in  Obtaining  approval 
to  the  West  Heath  Sewerage  Scheme,  and  the  extensions  of  the  Outfall 
Works.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 


A study  of  the  accompanying  table  of  notifiable  infectious  disease 
other  than  Tuberculosis  shows  that  during  1951  there  was  a marked 
falling  off  in  the  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough. 

It  is  possible,  as  reported  elsewhere,  to  reduce  the  incidence  of 
Whooping  Cough  and  diminish  its  severity  by  immunisation.  There 
is  nothing  however  that  can  be  done  to  reduce  the  incidence  and 
spread  of  Measles  and  this  is  our  most  prevalent  infectious  disease.

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The  notification  rate  in  Congleton  of  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis  per 
looo  population  is  1.09  and  the  death  rate  is  .32.  The  Tuberculosis 
death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  .31, 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  tables  that  the  age  incidence  for  notification 
and  death  from  Tuberculosis  is  different  in  the  two  sexes.  For  males 
the  greatest  period  of  notification  occurs  between  the  ages  of  25  and  55, 
whereas  for  females  the  period  is  from  15  to  35.  Similarly,  the  greatest 
incidence  of  the  death  rate  for  males  from  Tuberculosis  is  between  the 
ages  of  45  and  65,  whereas,  for  females  it  ranges  between  15  and  35. 
This  age  distribution  is  the  same  for  the  Country  as  a whole  and  has  far 
reaching  social  implications.  It  points  to  the  necessity  for  regular 
examination  in  the  factories  and  workshops  by  Mass  Radiography 
methods,  paying  particular  attention  to  the  age  groups  as  indicated  by 
the  figures  here  quoted. 
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The  following  sections  of  this  report  cover  the  work  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  Department  and  have  been  compiled  by  Mr.  R.  G.  Whiston, 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.

Complaints. 

During  the  year  170  complaints  were  received  and  investigated; 
16  of  these  were  unfounded. 

43  were  found  to  be  relating  to  dangerous  structures,  gas  and  water 
leakages  and  other  matters  and  were  referred  to  the  Departments 
concerned.

Nuisances. 

Following  complaints  and  as  a result  of  routine  survey,  179  houses 
were  inspected,  a total  of  307  nuisances  were  found  and  130  informal 
notices  were  issued.  In  2 cases  statutory  notices  were  served.  380  visits 
were  made  to  houses  previously  inspected  and  298  nuisances  were  found 
to  be  abated.  140  informal  and  2 statutory  notices  were  complied  with. 

Drainage. 

Installation  of  new  drainage  at  all  premises,  except  Corporation 
owned  properties,  and  repair  of  defective  drainage  was  supervised  and 
the  necessary  testing  carried  out.  508  visits  were  made  in  connection 
with  this  work  and  the  tracing  of  existing  drainage  at  various  properties. 

Disinfestation. 

D.D.T.  compounds  in  liquid  and  powder  form  are  used  for  this 
purpose,  and  successful  results  have  been  obtained. 

The  houses  and  household  effects  of  new  tenants  for  Council  Houses  are 
inspected  and  where  necessary  disinfestation  is  undertaken  before  removal. 
For  this  and  other  reasons,  79  inspections  have  been  carried  out  and 
31  premises  treated,  for  bed  bugs — 19,  steam  flies,  cockroaches  and 
crickets — 9,  woodworm — 2,  and  clothes  moth  — i. 

Conversions  of  Paiis. 

The  Council  make  a grant  of  ;^5  towards  the  cost  of  conversion 
of  pail  closets  to  water  closets. 

3 applications  for  grant  have  been  made  and  the  conversions 
satisfactorily  carried  out. 

The  number  of  convertible  pails  remaining  in  the  [borough  is 
estimated  at  106. 

Offensive  Trades. 

One  of  the  two  premises  registered  for  tripe  boiling  has  been  closed. 
No  complaints  of  nuisance  in  connection  with  the  trade  have  been 
received. 
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Smoke  Abatement. 

At  one  factory,  emitting  black  smoke  and  causing  a nuisance,  the 
necessary  improvements  to  the  boiler  plant  have  been  carried  out  and  the 
nuisance  appears  to  have  been  abated. 


Infectious  Disease  and  Disinfection. 

Enquiries  have  been  made  into  33  cases  of  infectious  disease. 
Disinfection  of  premises  following  these,  and  removals  and  deaths  of 
T.B.  cases,  has  been  carried  out  with  liquid  formalin  and  where 
necessary  infected  bedding  has  been  taken  to  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
Macclesfield,  for  disinfection  by  steam. 

Infected  library  books  are  treated  with  gaseous  fumigant  before 
return  for  circulation. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

17  visits  have  been  made  in  connection  with  the  control  of  moveable 
dwellings. 

One  licence  to  station  and  use  a caravan  has  been  renewed  and  one 
new  licence  has  been  issued  for  the  same  purpose. 


Pubiic  Mortuary. 

This  service  is  under  the  charge  of  the  Department  and  during  the 
year  there  have  been  8 admissions.

Food  Premises. 

391  inspections  of  premises  used  for  the  preparation,  storage  or  sale 
of  food  have  been  carried  out.  93  contraventions  were  found  and  33 
informal  notices  issued.  On  re-inspection  49  contraventions  had  been 
abated,  and  13  notices  complied  with. 

Ice  Cream. 

There  are  9 premises  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream. 
8 of  these  use  the  “cold  mix”  method  and  the  remaining  one  has  the 
necessary  plant  for  heat  treatment  in  accordance  with  the  Ice  Cream 
(Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1947. 

31  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  only  of  ice  cream. 

60  inspections  have  been  made  and  16  samples  of  ice  cream  were 
taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Monsall 
Hospital,  Newton  Heath,  Manchester,  for  Bacteriological  examination 
by  the  Methylene  blue  test.  Results  showed  13  samples  Grade  I, 
2 Grade  II,  and  i Grade  IV. 
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Preserved  Food. 

31  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  preserved 
food  (sausages,  potted  and  pressed  meats,  etc.) 


Milk  Dairies  Reguiations. 

Registered  are  7 Dairies  and  32  Distributors. 

Under  the  Special  Designation  Regulations,  12  licences  have  been 
issued  for  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk,  i for  Pasteurised  Milk  and  20  for 
Sterilized  Milk. 

15  visits  have  been  made  in  connection  with  registration  and 
licensing. 


Siaughterhouses. 

There  are  10  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough.  All 
slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  two  of  these,  which  are  under  the  control 
of  the  Ministry  of  Food.

7 Cows  were  slaughtered  under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Order, 
4 were  found  to  be  affected  with  advanced  Tuberculosis  and  the  whole 
carcases  and  organs  were  condemned,  3 were  found  to  be  affected  with 
non-advanced  tuberculosis  and  in  these  cases  the  affected  parts  and 
organs  were  condemned.  * 


Congenital  Tuberculosis  In  Calves. 

During  the  year,  the  carcases  of  4 calves  under  3 weeks  old  were 
found  to  be  affected  with  congenital  tuberculosis,  and  these  cases  were 
referred  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  & Fisheries  (Animal  Health 
Division)  for  follow  up  enquiries  respecting  their  dams.  As  a result 
of  these  enquiries,  two  cows  were  sent  to  a Knackery  and  shot,  one 
cow  was  slaughtered  under  the  provisions  of  the  T.B.  Order,  1938,  and 
found  to  be  suffering  from  advanced  Tuberculosis,  and  one  showed  no 
clinical  evidence  of  disease.
